The last day to drop a course without 
petition is one week prior to the add 
deadline, Friday, Sept 18 Students 
must obtain their instructor's signatures 
before submitting their drop form to the 
Registrar's Office.

Dropping after September 18 is ai- 
lowed only for “serious and compelling 
reasons,” according to Registrar Tom 
Edwards. Such reasons include iliness

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ASI: Bridging the Student, Admin. Gap 


The typical impression of a college 
campus is a scene of supposedly inte!|i- 
gent students standing up for long- 
stifled betiefs and rights. But a maze of 
administrative bureaucracy and faculty 
procedures can often be frustrating to 
students to the point where they fee! 
they have no voice 

That's where the Student Govern- 
ment Office of Associated Students inc 
(ASI) comes in 

The government office serves as a 
link between students on campus and 
the administration or faculty, according 
to ASI president Bill Klein. ASi senators 
represent students’ opinions when deai- 
ing with campus decision-making 
bodies, and can heip students by ans- 
wering their questions on administrative 
procedures 

in addition to making voices heard, 
ASI passes numerous resolutions 
throughout the year and schedules var 
ious services and activity programs to 
benefit students. Funding for these 
events comes from a mandatory $10 
semester student activity tee 

One of the main uses of the $10 in the 
past, Klein noted, was to heip fund last 
semester's fight against tuition, with the 
aid of the California State Students Assoc- 
iation. For a few dollars contribution by 
each student, CSSA defeated several 





}woposals to impose tuition on Califor 
ria residents, saving college-goers 
around $300 each, he said 

Nine ASI student senators are elected 
twice each year, once in the fall and 
again in the spring. Senate seats are 
divided up to equally represent each of 
the schools on Campus 

Klein said he would like to urge more 
students to visit the government office 
on the third floor of the University 
Union, because the office needs to be 
aware of student concerns and prob- 
lems it senators are to fairly represent 
their constituencies. Senators in the of- 
fice hoid regular hours for visitors 

Also located in the Student govern- 
ment office is ASI's legal assistance ser- 
vice. Run by two part-time prcfessional 
lawyers, the office is open about 20 
hours a week, offering free advice to 
students on just about everything from 
marital seoaration papers to bicycle acci 
dents 

Most of what the office can do 
Kiein said, is to save students the 
expense of preparing court cases or 
legal documents through private law 
firms. “Students might spend $100 (at 
a private attorney) just to find out they 
don't have a case to begin with,” he noted 

Evening appointments with the lawy 
ers are available for those who cannot 





meet the scheduled office hours. About 
1,500 students utilized the service last 
year, and ASI hopes the program will 
contique to grow 

ASI is aiso expanding in other ways 
Klein said that Child Care Services 
doubled in size jast year. Mountain Wolf 
Co-op now offers tire chains to skiers 
and the road has been paved for the new 
Aquatic Center now open on Lake Na 
toma 


Natoma 


As well, Kiein aid that ASI! will be 
taking a good look at its own operation 
this coming year to make decisions 
about its role on campus for the next five 
or six years to come
